urgent one and steps should be taken carefully and not 
Under pressure.

He doubted that a foolproof setup could 
be devised at this time but preferred to consider it as 
an active question and devise methods as each situation

Phil Bart, Organizational Secretary, CP, USA, 
elaborated on Hall's report, pointing out that the CP members 
must find new identities In mass organizations, adding that 
this is necessary in order to guarantee the continuation of

A hiimber of speakers objected to the fact that 
there w^s no discussion of the questions of arrest under the 
law, i»eplacements of those arrested, reserve funds and the 
functioning of districts on removal of certain leaders. 

Hall and Bart bypassed these questions by stating 
that now is not the time for this. Vftiat is needed now, 
they said, is to get clear on the main strategical approach. 

Bart then svunmarized Hall's report and the speeches 
of others at the meeting, as follows: 

Take immediate steps to prepare CP members 
for security-type functions and set in motion 
measures designed to enable the Party to 
continue functioning despite measures against it. 

Set up a committee in the CP, USA National Office 
for the solution of long-range problems. Ihis 
conunittee is to present some conclusions to 
a mass meeting to be held in New York City on 
September 23, 1961. 

Prmulgate the view that although the situation 
is serious, there is no cause for panic or 
need for extreme emergency measures and 
convey this view to the membership. 

Hie source stated that the speeches were difficult 
to follow at this meeting due to the security measures employed. 
One-third of a person's remarks were made orally, one-third 
were written on a blackboard, and the remaining third by 
gesture or by pointing to the person involved.

ReBulet to Albany dated J\ine I9, ISSl, copies to all 
offices, quoting the Department's letter to the Bureau 
dated June 13, 196I, Ohls letter set out the timetable for 
prosecutive action against the Communist Party, USA 
(CP, USA), its officers and members as the result of the 
Supreme Court's decision of June 3f 1961, which ordered the 
Party to register with the Attorney General as a Communist- 
action organization. 

QSie prosecutive timetable has, at least for the time 
being, been suspended as a result of the June 23, 196I, 
order of Supreme Court Justice FELIX PRANKPUR1ER staying 
the issuance of the mandate until the Pall, 196I, term of 
Court, at which time the Party's petition for a rehearsing 
will be considered. You will, of course, be advised of 
the Court's ruling on this petition and, if it is denied, 
you will be furnished the Department's new prosecutive 
timetable. Since the Bureau cannot, however, wait for 
a new timetable to be established before considering 
the various problems which may arise in connection with 
possible prosecutions imder the Internal Security Act 
of 1950, each office is instructed to give immediate and 
serious consideration to the following comments and 
suggestions. 

It does not appear that the Bureau will be called 
upon for any investigative or other action in connection 
with the possible prosecution of the CP, USA, as an 
organization, for failure to register. According to infor- 
mation furnished by the Department, all that needs to be 
proved in any such action is the fact 

that there is in effect a final registration order; 
the fact that the proper Party officials were notified 
of the Party's obligation to register; and the fact that 
the Party did not register during the period provided. 
Ih this regard, it is interesting to note that in its 
reply to the June 20, I961, petition of the CP,USA for 
a rehearing, the Government, in an effort to counter the 
Party's "self-incrimination" plea, suggested the possibility 
that a "third party", possibly the attorney for the CP,USA 
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might effect the registration for the Party. Such action 
appears unlikely, hov^ever, since it would be tantamount to 
an admission by the Party that it is a communist-action 
* organization and would subject the Party and its members 
to the various sanctions iii5>osed by the internal Security 
Act of 1950. m the event the party should agree to 
registration by a "third party", there would, of course 
be no prosecution. 

On the other hand, in the event the prosecutive 
tametable reaches such a point, the Bureau will have a 
very definite responsibility in connection with the 
prosecution of members of the Party's National Committee, 
m this regard, your attention is again directed to the 
following statement in the Department's letter of June 
13/ 1961. "Should the Party fail to register within the 
30-day period after the order of the Boa3?d becomes final, 
it will be important to know who the officers are 
during the 10-day period imraediately following the 
expiration of the 30 days after the order becomes 
effective." Ohe Department has further indicated that 
it is engaged in a review of the Bureau's investigative 
reports on each present officer of the Party (National 
Committee members) v/ith a view to determining those who 
"can best be prosecuted and what informants or witnesses 
may be necessary in order that appropriate final 
recommendations regarding such prosecutions can be made to- 
the Attorney General." While the Bureau may be in a 
position to guide the Department to a certain extent in the 
choice of the National Committee members against whom 
prosecutive action will be brought, each office should now 
be thinking in terms of the prosecution of National 
Committee members residing in its territory and 
anticipating and being in a position to produce the 
evidence which the Government will need for successful 
prosecutions. The question which immediately comes 
to mind is the probable loss of informants through 
testimony. While the Bureau recognizes that there will 
undoubtedly and necessarily be some loss of informants, 
other than those operating on a national level, it is, 
nevertheless, essential that such loss be kept to a minimum. 
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It is not possible to predict exactly what course 
of action the Party will decide to follow at such time 
as the registration order beccanes final. It may alloxv a 
"third party" to register, or it may openly refuse to 
register and thereby sub^Ject itself and its officers 
to prosecution, relying on the Fifth Amendment as a 
defense. On the other hand, it may attempt to dissolve and 
disband the National Committee, feeling that such action 
will make it more difficult- for the Government to carry 
out a prosecutive program. In any event, each office 
must be particularly alert to the necessity of 
developing legally admissible evidence of the official 
positions of Party leaders during the pertinent 10- 
day period. In addition to informant coverage, such 
evidence might well flow from oral or written public 
statements Party leaders regarding the registration 
order. It is possible that when the deadline has expired 
for the Party to register, representatives of the press 
might seek out Party leaders throughout the country and 
attempt to ascertain their plans regarding registering for 
the Party. Such interviews may well produce public 
statements by these Party leaders which will constitute 
valuable evidence in the event of prosecution. Attendance 
at high level Party meetings, established by physical 
surveillances, may also constitute evidence of official 
status. 

It is realized that the greatest burden will fall 
on the New York Office, in whose territory the ifiajority 
of the National Committee members reside. Each office 
must, however, carefully evaluate its own cases, primarily 
from the viewpoint of possible requests from the Department 
as to availability of informants who are nox^ and may 
be in a position to testify to the official Party positions 
of the potential defendants. Eveii?y effort should.be 
made to supplant the anticipated testimony of these 
informants through other legally admissible evidence, and 
in cases where this is not possible, appropriate 
recommendations will be requested by the Bureau regarding 
the effect which the release of the particular informants 
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Involved would have on security coverage. It must be 
borne in mind, however, that the ultimate decision as to 
the release of an inforraanti other than those operating 
on a national level, will be made by the Attorney General. 

As indicated above >. immediate and serious 
consideration should be given to the above comments and 
suggestions in order that the Bureau will be prepared 
to discharge its responsibilities with regard to 
possible future prosecutions under the internal Security 
Act of 1950. Any unusual or serious problem with, 
regard to any individual case should be promptly 
submitted to the Bureau, and if sUch action is deemed 
necessary or advisable, the problem will be submitted to 
the Department, Similarly, any suggestion which an 
office feels may assist the remaining offices involved in 
this , matter shoixld be promptly submitted to the Bureau 
for consideration.

Dr. Aotheker said that the Peace movement began in 
Japan and has grown phenomenally until today it is the 
most powerful single political entity in Japan. Its central 
concentration is the Peace Question, particularly the out- 
lawing of nuclear and atomic weapons. 

He said the Congress had ten thousand elected 
delegates from every town, city and hamlet in Japan. 
Among these were 2^00 youth delegates which included 
delegates from every high school in Japan. There were 110 
delegates from twenty seven foreign countries and about 
100 observers. 

Tiie main organized form it takes every year is a 
nation-vriLde march to Hiroshima and Tokyo. 

Dr. Aptheker said that there are 2000 different 
organizations that participate and help sponsor the "World 
Peace Congress." The United States Government and the 
Japanese Government want to crush this movement and efforts 
are being made to split and destroy it. 

He explained that efforts at disruption manifested 
itself in various v/ays. Within the Japanese delegation of 
10,000, certain right wing Socialists did their best to 
destroy the Congress by anti -Communist and anti -Soviet baiting. 
They objected to any attack on colonialism or Imperialism. 
It became so serious that the Chairman of the Steering 
Committee resigned, but he was persuaded to retract his 
resignation. 

The Yugoslav delegation played a disruptive role 
and did their best to destroy the Congress. The delegation 
from the Soviet Union played a higiily commendable role. Dr. 
Aptheker said he was one of the four American delegates and 
he intended to write an article on the Congress for the 
September issue of "Political Affairs." Aptheker remarked

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that the list is not complete as to who was there and noted 
that the Soviet delegation is not listed. 

Continuing, Aptheker stated that messages v/ere 
received from quite a few Americans including Mrs. (Eleanor) 
Roosevelt and Rockwell Kent. 

Dr. Aptheker said that he would like to report on 
Japan in general, noting that it is the main industrial 
country of Asia and is not fully incoxporated into the 
American system. This is due to the strength of the 
Democratic peoples and the peace movements. 

Regarding the CP in Japan, Aptheker said that 
IotIoP'^® inquired as to the health of Henry Winston, Vice Chainnan, 

In the past year and one half. Party membership 
has doubled and now totals 100,000 members which is more 
than the Socialist Party. Their daily newspaper sells 
.120,000 copies and the Sunday edition 250,000 copies. 

The majority of new Party membershit) is young 
people, 80 per cent of whom are industrial xvorkers. Tlie 
Party has grown in local elections. They have members 
now in 12 "assemblies" which are the equivalent of state 
legislatures. One year ago they had members in 230 city 
councils and now they have members in 320. One year ago 

members in hIZ tomx councils and now have members 
in 470 town councils. They also have one CP mayor in a 
i Japanese city. 

As you can see, they have made tremendous advances 
land Itory^ismhis triumphed in all the Japanese universities. 
IDr. Aptheker added that he was offically invited to four 
(different universities. He said 95 per cent of the faculty 
Is Marxist with 90-95 per cent of the student body Marxist.

Dr. Aptheker said that "we" should take more 
seriously the question of American bases overseas, particularly 
in Japan. "We" have to talce up the whole question of the victims 
of atomic bombs. He recornraended that efforts should be made 
to have church groups, Quaice]rt3 and Young Men's Christian 
Associations {YtlCk) and others, to send aid to these people, 
as uell as to send delegations to visit Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 
A campaign should be conducted to this end. 

Dr. Aptheker stated that the "delegation" has 
prepared a letter to the Foreign Relations Comriiittee of the 
United States Senate, clarifying the facts with regard to 
Japan; the Congress and the American occupation. Dr.

"When we got back to our hotel that evening my patient 
translator • read the main parts of this historic document to me.

On the evening of 9/2/61, NY 2379-S* advised 
that HY LUMER stopped by the PLYNN apartment. . They 
discussed her coming trip and the condition of LUMER 's 
wife Mho is so dejected that she will not see anyone. 
LUMER complained bitterly how Party people have 
ignored him and show no concern over his wife's health. 
He said that before he goes to Jail, he is going to let the 
Party leaders know how he feels about their failure to 
show any interest in him. 

On 9/3/61, NY 2379-S* advised that PEGGY DENNIS 
visited the PLYNN apartment. She coiaplalned that she does 
not know where she stands with the Party, but does know 
that she mnts to leave NY and go to California. PLYNN 
told her that about the only thing available for her in 
NY would be defense work and agreed that PEGGY would do 
better in Calif omia. PLYNN suggested she discuss her 
problem with JIM (JACKSON) since he carries more weight 
in NY than MORRIS (CHILDS). 

MORRIS CHILDS visited PLYNN after PEGGY 
DENNIS' departure. He gave her ^100 toward her expenses 
for the trip. CHILDS guessed that PLYNN would be gone about 
2i months, returning about the middle of November. They 
also discussed the problem of PEGGY ISNNIS; the fact that 
DOROTHY (HEALEY) and MICKEY (LIMA) had a fight before they 
left New York; the fact that JACK STACHEL is always trying 
to take over things and that the Party will probably have 
some problems over the Russians resuming nuclear tests. 
GUS HALL stopped by to take PLYNN to the airport where she 
was scheduled to leave for Moscow via London on a BOAC plane 
departing at 8:30 p.m.

On Wednesday, August 16, 1961, a meeting of the 
National Board, Conununist Party, USA (CP, USA), vas held at 
th^ National Office, CPj^ USA, in New York, New York, Among 
National Boietrd members- and invited .guests present at this 
meeting vwere the following:

This meeting opened with a report on the Berlin 
situation by JAMES ALLEN. The essence of ALLEN *s remarks is 
as follows: ... 

The closing of the frontiers by the German, Democratic 
Republic (GDR) was necessary because of sabotage on the part 
of the West .German Government and the Western powers who .were 
staking constant efforts to disrupt the GDR. economy. 

* 

At this point I ALLBN cited examples he bad, seen or 
heard of in this regard when he was in the GDR /while stopping 
over on his return to the United States last .Springe He spoke 
of how prof essional^ skilled workers and class elements were 
being. enticed^ bribed and blackmailed into leaving the GDRe < 
The ending of this stream of emigres, .which was caused deliberately 
by the Bonn Government, has had the effect of mobilizing the GDB 
and stopping the disruption of the labor forcoe This step of^«. 
closing the frontiers will also compel recognition of the GDR 
and relieve the abnormal Berlin situatione The Western powers 
thought that this disruption would drag on, but in the midst 
of the West German elections, the GDR put a stop to it and 
there is not very much that the West can do about this* 
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Negotiations about Berlin and Germany will have to 
take place soon, before October, but it would be well not to 
ignore the provocations of ADENAUER and his militarists who 
talk of a blockade. But the United States, Britain, and 
France are not so provocative and seem to be talking 'ADENAUER 
and his clique into going easy. That ADENAUER is changing 
his position is reflected in his recent conversation with the 
Soviet Ambassador, ANDREI £MIRNOV, in Bonn. 

It is good to remember also that in NATO General 
NORSTAD has worked out a policy in which he wants the Bonn 
militarists to become a NATO power. We also should not over- 
look the danger of a putsch in France as there is a Bonn-Paris 
axis. 

Ve should remind the American people that the German 
militarists are using propaganda as are the American imperialists 
about the violation of legal rights in Berlin. They are also 
using demagogically the slogan of self-determination. This 
propaganda needs to be exposed and we should show, that they 
are trying to forcibly unite Germany. 

Our en^hasis should be that our government should 
seek negotiations with the Soviet Union as soon as possible. 
If we can do this,, the Morse-Fulbright position would be 
strengthened. The neutralists in the UN will be strong and 
they will support negotiations. 

We should support the Cosmittee for a Sane Nuclear 
Policy and demand that there be negotiations instead of nuclear 
var» The military and the ultra-right are against negotiations* 
When Present KBNMBDT supported Senator FULBRIGHT's memorandum 
telling the military to keep out of politics. and not lend 
itself to -being used by the ultra«*right| this was a blow against 
those of the right who are against negotiations* 

At this points JACK STACHEL got up and noted that 
ve have got to reach more » people with our point of view* He, 
at this point, projected the following plan; 

1) That the Ernst pamphlet on the German General 
Staff should be immediately secured from the printer and dis«- 
tributed, that it should be printed in "The Worker," "People^s 
World," and National Press* 
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2) That GUS HALL should issue a statement to the 
press on Berlin. (This was later amended and a telegram vas 
sent to President KENNEDY, the text of vhich vas put into a 
Party press release.) 

» 

3) That the Sane program should be taken up to show 
the American people how they propose to solve the situation 

by no nuclear arms for Germany and by adopting the Rapacki plan 
which had been promoted by Poland for a neutral zone in Central 
EtiropOt 

4) Plan some kind of a mass meeting to be held in 
New York City, utilizing the Greater New York Conference for 
Peace to call the meeting. 

At this point, GUS HALL stated that we should establish 
some vehicle in order to organize the veterans of World War IX. 
That in regard to the present situation,' we must get out a 
mailing, collect money, and contact Cox^ressmen in' order to 
make our point of view known. 

At this point, JACK STACHBL arose and commenced the 
second major report of the day dealing with the last meeting of 
the National Committee, CP, USA. The essence of his remarks 
follows: 

This was the third meeting of the National Committee 
SjLnce the 17th Convention of the Party. It was an important 
meeting and underlines something. This is that we can say that 
we are still able to meet tvo months after the Supreme Court 
decisions. We should also record that this is the first meeting 
in many years at which Comrade WINNY is present. 

We can really say that this meeting of the National 
Committee was the first real endorsement of the 17th National 
Convention. Despite some superficial thinking, this meeting 
was one of the best and most prepared meetings of the National 
Committee. Some might object to the statement but we have to 
admit we have had discussions in recent months and weeks on the 
Kennedy Administration and the ultra-right reactionary danger, 
on Berlin, on trade union problems, and have had meetings of 
the. Board which dealt with UNGER, meetings which dealt with the 
New York State Board, there have been meetings with New York 
actives, and there was the going to the membership with our 
discussions. This was all good preparatory work for this 
National Committee meeting. 
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Thirty-seven .members of the National Committee were 
present which included WIMNY; however, . the following < areas 
were not, represented; 

New, England 
Wisconsin 
Indiana 
Ohio

In some cases we don*t know why but we will find 
out* There was good attendance by Negro National Committee 
..members with ten present. 

If we will go back and remember that there was opposi-* 
tion to .the Party's policy on the anti-monopoly •coalition; that 
there were vacillations on the war danger as well as on the 
election ; policy, we must say that these have now been fully 
enddrsed'.by the National'. Committee; 

Here, we should keep in mind that GUS, for a few 
years, has been hammering on the theme that there .are a thousand 
ways to work amongst the people; in essence the Party has a role 
to play and must form its united front wherever it works. If 
it was not for these policies. and this underotanding, it would 
be much more difficult for us to put life into the fight-back 
policy against the ; SiQ>reme Court ruling. Let us remember the 
article by GUS H&LL on the ultra-right appeared simultaneously 
with our fight-back policy. 

* 

Speaking of the National Committee, we can again. say 
there has not been enough discussion of some of the more concrete 
questions we face. But we may overcome this in future regional 
discussions of 'National Committee members as well as in dis«» 
cussions at various commissionis. 

At this National Committee meeting, in addition to 
Comrade HAIiL*s report, Comrade WINNT made a great contribution. 
There were.also two other speeches that were good; namely, 
• CABL WINTER • s ■ report on the fight-back on constitutional 
liberties, and JIM JACKSON »s speech on the inter-Party problem 
ancl leadership. These reports should be made available to the 
Party membership. . ^

BEN DAVIS* speech at the National Committee meeting 
was quite different than previous ones. Here, he engaged 
in self ••criticism and said be was going to the membership to 
explain his errors. This meeting exposed factional groupings, 
in New York and we^adopted an excellent resolution on the New 
York : s ituat ion • 

At this point, GUS HALL interrupted an4 stated that 
he would like to suggest that they strike from the resolution 
^vist mentioned that portion of the last sentence which says, 
'^Under the leadership of GUS HALL. This was approved. 

JACK STACHEL's renarks continued. 

LOUIS WBIMSTOCK also played an Important role. When 
he recognized factionalism in New York State, he took a stand, 
and began to fight for the National leadership^ 

ARNOLD JOHNSON, while he made good a move, in over- 
coming his vacillations and broke with the factionalists, he- 
did not engage in enough self-criticism. He did not explain 
the erroneous> theory ^^of centrism. 

Now, on the follow-up; 

First, we should prepare the tape on the report of 
WINNT. Secondly, we should prepare a resolution^ on the inter-* 
Party situation in New York which should/nbt be published. but 
should 'be sent to the clubs in New York .State. Thir<ily, we 
should bring GUS* report at the meeting to the attention of 
those in the Party, to the masses and to the opinion makers. Te 
should eziilAiJi-thiat GUS* article on the ultra-right is not a new 
line as r [ thinks. It is an application of our line 

and we snist put into practice many of the things in GUS* report 
such as on reaction,. Berlin, auto strikes, freedom riders, and 
the new party of labor in New York. Last, we should prepare 
for the local elections in New York City.

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I also want to remind you that the Monday meeting 
was a continuation of the National Comialttee meeting but a 
subcommittee should be set up to meet with the New Tork 
secretariat to concretize some of the things raised at that

GUS HALL then spoke and the essence ot his remarks

I agree that the work of the Party can be pushed 
to new high levels. Comrades should not use the victory 
over the factionallsts to even some of the past wrongdoings;

At this point, someone sug- 
gested the name of ALEX KOLKIN, a needle trade worker, as an 
additional possible member. of the secretariat. 

HALL continued by stating that we must broaden the 
base of leadership even if it is necessary to utilize part- 
time peoi>le; We are facing a dangerous period when some leaders 
may be takenaway. 

HALL stated that he favors giving EVIE WIENER a leave 
of, absence with pay and upon her return a Party assignment. 

HALL pointed out that he wanted to remind the pe;oi>le 
that BEN' DAVIS had volunteered to go to Buffalo.

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Benjamin J. Davis, Jr. opened the meeting and 
coimnented on the arrangements being planned for VUlliam Z. 
Foster's memorial service to be held Monday evening, 
September l8, 1961, at Carnegie Hall, New York City. He 
said the rostnaa will be decorated with a large, blown 
up picture of Foster on one side of the rostrum and on the 
other side, the urn of his ashes declced with flowers. The 
principle spealcers will be Gus Hall and Henry Winston 
followed by brief consents and greetings received. The 
service is to last about two hours. 

Mortimer Danial Rubin gave a brief report 
on youth activities. Ee said that for the past year or 
more, since the beginnings of the "sit-ins" there has been a 
real renewal of activity ar6imd youth. He said a document 
has been prepared which atteii5)ts to summarize and analyze 
what has occurred, 

Rubin said that the long run strategic ■ 
objective in youth work is to unite the largest number of 
yoxing people to enter the struggles which have the aim 
of reducing the power of monopolies. The immediate 
goal is to build the widest unity among youth to help 
defeat the "ultra-right" and at the same time to improve 
the daily living conditions of youth. 

Rubin noted that one of the weaknesses 
of the youth movement is in New York which has grown out 
of the internal situation of the Party and must be 
corrected, Rubin said that another wealmess is that in 
scane areas it is believed that due to the McCarraji Act, 
you cannot, build a Party or Marxist oriented youth 
organization, ^is too must be combated. 
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Discussion followed Rubin* s report and Gus 
Hall commented that the general weakness of the Youth 
Commission is a reflection of the serious liquidationlst 
attitude in the Party. He said Youth Commissions do not 
exist in some states because they were allowed to lapse 
into inactivity. 

Hall said that one objective should be the 
reestablishment and revitalizatlon of youth commissions in the 
Party. The Party cannot conduct youth activity without youth 
commissions both nationally and in the districts. The main 
responsibility of the Youth Commission is how to - guarantee 
that the Party carries out its responsibility in Youth 
work; the secondary responsibility is to the youth movement. 

Jack Stachel said that the struggle for youth 
has to be concentrated and in the next 12 months, the Party 
should educate 50 youths, half Negro worlcingclass and half 
other workingclass. This would create a youth consciousness, 

Henry Winston said that it was an absolute must 
to establish a functioning youth commission which will guide 
every phase of vrork of the youth movement. 

Gus Hall next read what he declared to be a rough 
draft of an article, written by him regarding the tense inter- 
national situation. He said "we" should decide whether it is 
for public consumption or for the Party itself. He said the 
article is only a roiigh outline that has to be rewritten. He 
said the need for the document and the central thought, which 
he was unable to formulate, was that nobody can defend nuclear 
tests, however, one must understand what broiight this 
situation about. 

The world has risen \mcomfortably close to the 
brink of world wide nuclear war and the cynicism of the NATO 
powers is keeping the world on this dangerous brink. The 
central most xn-gent task facing mankind is the task of 
co-existing in peace. 
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Hall continued that the present crisis has a 
history that goes back farther than the dramatic developments 
of the past weeks. In order to understand the facts of 
today, one must keep in mind what has been the policies 
and direction for the past few years. For ten years the 
Soviet Union has spearheaded the drive for world peace. It 
was a voluntary, unilateral action for peace. The actions 
and policies of the Soviet Union have gained the support 
of millions of people in all corners of the world and are 
recognized by all serious planners for peace. On the other 
hand, the imperialists, the United States of America, Great 
Britain, Prance, West Genaany and Japan, have not shown any 
corresponding reciprocal action for peace of any serious 
significance . 

The Nato forces, on the other hand, after the 
Soviet Union had unilaterally ended nuclear bomb tests, 
exploded 40 or so atomic bombs. It is an undeniable 
fact that the Nato powers, to this date, have never ended 
their nuclear testing. Prance, in alliance with the United 
States, has continued to test daily. The Soviet Union 
unilaterally ended A bomb testing in spite of the fact that 
the Nato powers up to that time, had tested something like 
210 bombs, while the Soviet Union had tested some 40 or 50 
bombs . 

Under such circumstances, could anyone expect 
the Soviet Union to accept an agreement not to test while 
the Nato forces were free to test? The United States and 
England have never condemned Prance for its testing of A 
bombs . 
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The western powers also have rebuilt the West 
German amed forces to the point where today they are 
the biggest array in Western Europe. West German militarism 
is again a reality and a danger. Ihe United States of America 
has many overseas atomic bases "ringed" around the Soviet 
Union. They have also been building up a second perimeter, 
a ring of atomic subs around the Soviet Socialist world, ' 
It cannot go unnoticed that there is also a drive on in the 
United States to give West German forces nuclear weapons. 

In view of this, the Soviet Union had to take 
steps for their own national defense. It is in this whole 
picture that the question of West Berlin merges and fits 
into proper focus. 

Hall concluded by saying that disarmament is 
the key to peaceful coexistence and to peace. Disarmament 
is the key to survival. 

Discussion followed the reading of Hall's report. 
William Welnstone said the article should appear in a broad 
outline so that it does not appear that "we" are giving out 
a restatement in connection with the Soviet Union. It will 
appeal greatly to the American people. 

Henry Winston argued that Hall's statement did 
not en^phasize enough the idea of negotiation. The Party, 
therefore, should raise to a new level "the whole idea of 
negotiation, " 

Herb Aptheker felt that the Party should emphasize 
the fact that the Soviet Union has reiterated repeatedly, 
and in the most solemn terms, that it would never launch a 
war, while the United States has never really done this. 
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William L. Patterson felt the statement should- 
include a direct quote from the Pope's Peace statement, 
which would have a direct appeal to the Catholic forces. 

Benjamin J. Davis, Jr. remax^^ced that it was a 
'.weakness of the Party in that it did' not pay enough attention 
to what was taking place in Geneva regarding nuclear tests 
because it was obvious the Soviet Union's attitude was 
changing and the Party should have given more attention 
to. this change . 

Gus Hall closed the -discussion by commenting 
that it was a difficult policy and. must be put in such a 
way "that we are not getting on and off the band wagon." 
He agreed the article was not sharp enough and in 
discussing the war danger, there is a/need to be 'sharper 
with the Kennedy Administration. He suggested a committee 
work on the article and bring it back for further discussion.

statement and the party's position on the Supreme Court 
decision. 
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"Bart said all our Const. Rights had been Jeopardized by 
the recent one vote majority of the Supreme Court on 
June 5, 1961 requiring all CP. members" to register. 
That Tom Clark who sat on the Smith Act indictment of 
the CP. members in 1948 was the one vote majority. So 
in reality it was a much closer decision than is at 
first apparent. 

"Ohat for the first time in U. S. history, under the 
requirements of the McCarran Act of 1950 & the Smith Act 
of 1940, activity or association in or for the benefit of 
a legal party - the C P. Party - was made a crime. 

"The CP. had been ordered to register as an 'action 
organization' described in the law as an agent of a 
foreign power. 

"Persons or members of the CP. could be Jailed on 
testimony that it was their intent to bring about the 
forcible overthrow of the Gov't. 

"Also under the Act such persons are denied their Const, 
rights of a trial. 
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"Ttie Sub. Act. Control Bd. is given the right to decide 
who may or not Join what organization on merely legislative 
findings. At the same time allowing these same laws to 
apply to labor. Civil Rts Groups, Peace Groups, etc. 
and attaching the name of 'action organization* to such 
groups. So in effect not only can the C. P. be attacked 
but any minority group upon vrhom political pressure can 
be brought. 

"Failure to comply with the law was subject to a 
$10,000.00 fine & five year imprisonment 'For Each Day' 
one fails to register. 

"He gave some of the background in Germany when the same 
type of thing took place - when the Jews, a minority 
group was forced to register & identify themselves for 
the Hitlerites - The Fascists - 

"The Party cannot go along with such Un-American practices 
and will refuse to register. The Party cannot turn over 
its membership lists - first because the Party doesn't 
have any lists to turn over. And if it did have wouldn't 
become a party to any attempt to disregard the Constitution. 

"dhe Courts case rests on two fraudulent arguments. 
First that the CP. is a foreign agent - which was untrue. 
And 2nd that they advocated the forcible overthrow of the 
gov't which was also untrue. 

"OSie Foreign Agent label had always been used by reaction 
all through our history - Against Jefferson, against people 
who opposed our entrance to the first World War and even 
against Catholic Americans who were called Agents of a 
Foreign Power - the Vatican. 

"To disregard Am. Principles in the name of fighting 
communism can only lead to the disgrace of the country 
and lead to the growth of Fascism within our own country. 

"The Party will not betray a single member or supporter of 
the Party. It won't in fact become an informer for a 
police dragnet. It will fight for its right to a legal 
existence under the Constitution. Lawyers for the C. P. 
had taken steps to request a re-hearing of the Supreme 
Court decision.
